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REMARKS 

Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration and allowance in view of the foregoing 
amendments and following remarks. In the Office Action, mailed January 15, 2004, the Examiner 
rejected claim 53, objected to claim 54 and allowed claims 43-52 and 58. By this amendment, 
claim 53 has been amended to incorporate the limitations of claim 54 and claim 54 has been 
canceled. Following entry of these amendments, claims 43-53 and 58 will be pending in the 
application. 

Allowed Claims 

In the Office Action, the Examiner allowed claims 43-52 and 58. Applicant thanks the 
Examiner for this determination. 

Objected to Claim 

In the Office Action, the Examiner objected to claim 54 as being dependent upon rejected 
independent claim 53. The Examiner's objection has been made moot because Applicant has 
canceled claim 54 and incorporated the subject matter of claim 54 into rejected claim 53. 

Claim Rejections under 35 U.S.C. §102(e) 

In the Office Action, the Examiner rejected claim 53 under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) as allegedly 
being anticipated by either U.S. Patent No. 4,592,275 to Frankl ("Frankl") or U.S. Patent No. 
2,916,142 to Fontein ("Fontein"). Applicant has amended claim 54 to incorporate the subject 
matter contained in objected to claim 54. Thus, Applicant respectfully asserts that the rejection of 
claim 53 has been made moot. 

Applicant further asserts that claim 53, prior to its amendment by this response, is patentably 
distinct over the art of record and reserves the right to file a continuing application to such 
patentable subject matter. However, to facilitate the issuance of the present application, Applicant 
has placed claim 53 in a conditional for allowance by incorporating the subject matter of objected to 
claim 54. 

Thus, for at least these reasons, Applicant submits that claim 53 is in a condition for 
allowance, and respectfully requests a Notice to that effect.
